The group has been col- 
leotec oy the Director and Harolé Woodbury Parsons and has been 
meds possivle by the cooperation of the leading museums of the 
country, orivate collectors and dealers. It will over to the public

The preet school ef vainting in Venice which culminated in the 
sixteenth century with the wor: of Titian, Tintoretto. and Veronese 
passed almost into ovlivion in the seventsentnh century, The City 
of the AGriatic produced now only međicere artists who were con- 
tent te copy trie sreatness of Titian, and their work wes marked by 
mennerisis end thse exagjeretions cf the Baroque which was Flourish- 


ing in Rone. 


Due, however, to tne impulse of three ertists who settled 
these in the sixteen hundvecs, the waning school st Venetian paint- 
ing vas pevivec enà an impetus civen that resulted in the renais 
Ssance of the sirhteenth centur under Tiepolo, Guardi, and Canaletto, 
tas lest vreet period of Ttalien ert. The first of these WES

Domenico Feti, e native of Rons, v oaintec smell bpitlical scenes 
and nereblis with a touch of Dutch realism. Se will be represented

Thae second ves Giovanni Lys, a native of the Netherlencs, who 
rad etudisc in Rome end whoo adved to the virtuosity of a caching 
brush steovs, a Baroque handling of composition. He will be revre- 
sentec Oy a masterly "Saint Jerone", leat by the Four use whica 
is tne only painting by this artist “irewn in Awerica enc which is 
a varlietion of tne large alter piece in Venice. The whine, and per- 
haps the most importent of ell wes Bernado Strozzi, a Genoese by 
birth who nad learned much from Ruoens. He will pe represented by 


a superb "Saint Catherine", lent by the Wadsworth Atheneum and for- 
merly in the Italico Brass Collection. It is typical of his fine 
sense of colour, the very individual feninine beauty he always vor- 
trayea anc tne delicacy and refinement whieh marked the oeginninge 
of the rococo, 


The influence of these three men was handec on to Venetian 
teenth century painting by Sebastiano Ricci end G. ù., Fiazzetta.

The work of these artists formec a background for the superb 
decorations of Giova nal Battista Tienolo who combined a great en- 
thusiasm for the paintings of Veronese with the budding rococo art. 
He Gevotcd his prodigious talents end virtuosity to great ceiling 
decorations anc surnassingly teautitul wall compositions, in which 
we ses hies Aauntingly exquisite feminins tynes and his very indivic- 
ual collur ganut of lemon yellows, oran;e, pale Greens, violets, 
ana blues. He will be repres sented by a sketeh for a ceiling decor- 
ation, "The Allesory of the Poet Soderini" from the City Art Museum 
of St. Louis, "Head of an Old Nan" from the Ilinneapolis Institute 
of Art, a late work from his Spanish veriod, "St. Jorn Nepomucen" 
lent oy I. Knoecler & Co., a fresco of angels heads lent by 
Salvatore Romano and the "Hager ene Ishmeel" from the permanent col- 
lection, one of his few easel pieces. Tiepolo hed one son who 
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carried cn his tracitions, Giovanni Domenico, who will be represent- 
ec by a t.ost beautiful and inportant "The Debarkation of Anthony 
and Cleopatra! lent by Brummer & Co. 


Paralleling the great decoration of Tiepolo was a €roup of 
painters of architectural perspective, Venetian views and landascanes. 
They derive chierly from the lancseapss of Salvator Rosa trensmit- 
tea tavoven the very individual Alessandro Magnasco. The subdued 
palette, the intensely vital rusi stroke and the fantastic imayzin- 
etion of HOSNESTO will be seer in ".onks at Super", lent by the 
Uhicaso Art +nstitute, "Davia DALCL AG Before the Ark", a superb un- 
finished ana moving canvas lent ov Jsccves Seligmann & Co., and the 
Wonk sng Cavalier! from the wernene nt collection. 


Francesco Guardi must be ranked second to Tiepolo in importance 
anc more then any other ertist he caught the opalescent colours of 
2, the ceaseless movement of her canals, the nervous energy 
or her fondoliiers. He will be renvresented by a "View of the Piaz- 

zetta" lent py the Wedsvorth Atheneun, a "Portrait of Principe 
rede nico" lent oy the Springfield Museum, a sunert "Venetian Scene" 
Lent oy wildenstein & 50o., and the "View of the Selute" from the 
permanent collection, 


Sharing the honors with Guardi in this school of architectural 

views are Ganeletto anc his nephew, Bellotto, who ere nore factual
